T was impossible to resist the friendly welcomo, tho 
l romise of dinner at the moment, and a dance after- 
wards, the hesitating request that we would graciously 
eatin asmall room adjoining, the Speiseaal being occupied 
by the bridal party.

COSTLY PEARLS, 


\ Fi all know how J ulius Ceesar, when ho was in love 

with the mother of Marcus Brutus, gaye her a pearl 
worth nearly a quarter of a million of our money; and 
how Mark Antony drank one, dissolved in vinegar, which 
cost nearly 400,000 dols ; while Clodius, tho glutton, 
swallowed one worth 40,000 dols, The example of 
Cleopatra found an imitator even in sober England. Sir 
Thomas Gresham, not otherwise famous for acts of folly, 
still so mistook the meaning of loyalty that ho ground a 
pearl, which had cost him £15,000, into a cup of wine, in 
order thus fitly to drink the health of his great queen! 
This plagiarist again had many riyals in the mad courtiers 
of Louis XIV., who, in their insane extravagance, were 
wont to pe their diamonds, and occasionally used 
the powder to dry the ink of letters which they sent to 
their beloved ones, Is diamond-powdor in the hair much 
worse P 

The largest pearl on record is probably one bought by 
that most romantic of all travellers and dealers in precious 
gems, Tavernier, at Catifa, in Arabia, where a pearl 
fishery existed already in tho days of Pliny. It is said— 
for the pearl is unknown to our day~-to have been pear- 
shaped, perfect in all respects, and nearly three inches 
long, He obtained from tho Shah of Persia the enormous 
sui of £111,000 for the gem. 

Mr. Hopo’s pearl, which is looked upon as the finest 
now known, is two inches long and four inches round. 
It weighs 1,800 grains, and, like all such rarities, is of 
such enormous and uncertain value, that no one would 
buy it at a market price. The most beautiful collection 
of pearls belongs, however, to the Dowager Empress of 
Russia, Her husband was extremely fond of her, and 
as he shared, with other fancies, also that for fine pearls, 
with her, he sought for them all aver the world. They 
had to fulfil two conditions rarely to be met with: they 
must be perfect spheres, and they must be virgin pearls; 
for he would buy nono that had been worn by others, 
After twenty-five years’ search, ho at last succeeded in 
sresonting his Hmpress with a necklace such as the world 
nas never seen before, 

As this admiration for fine pearls has boon the common 
weakness of man in all ages and in all countries, we need 
not wonder at their playing a prominent part in religious 
writings.

HIGH-HEELED BOOTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF “THE LADY'S OWN PAPER.” 


S1r,—I notice a few words in your excellent paper of March 
at they cramp 


7th, concerning high-heeled boots, asserting t L 
the toes into knots, cause corns, and often occasion ladies to fall, 
and perhaps seriously injure themselves. There certainly are 
extremely high heels sometimes worn which are far from being 
elegant or comfortable ; but, of course, every fashion is: liable 
to be abused, and I do not think we ought to revile the mode 
because some foolish persons choose to exaggerate it to their 
own detriment ; we might as well introduce the Maine Liquor 
; and you know a good old proverb says, + Extremes 
meet.’’ ‘ : 
When the heel is above an inch and a half high T question 
both its utility and its elegance. Some ladies wear their boots 
two inches above the ground; and, indeed, my boot-maker has 
shown me boots raised five inches from terra jirma, made to 
order. I must confess, if I wore them I should suffer from 
terror infirmer! One inch to an inch and a half is the legiti- 
mate height; anything beyond is simply an exaggeration. The 
heel should slope towards the hollow or arch of the foot, rest 
level on the ground, and the base of it be quite three-parts 
under the tread. This gives a plant to the walker, and revents 
the toes sloping down in the boot so as to get cramped. This 
sort of heel is known as the Louis Quartorze. ‘The beauty of the 
artificial heel is, first of all, in its own graceful shape ; secondly, 
in its apparently increasing the arch, which is the perfection of 
the foot, and in its diminishing considerably its apparent size. 
A little practise enables a lady to walk with increased elegance 
in a high heel, if she be a woman of good carriage. The utility 
is so obvious, that I consider the heel necessary instead of 
injurious to health. It affords a more substantial protection 
from wet, and it raises the sole of the wearer above the mire, 
thereby keeping it from centamination. I have worn high 
heels myself ever since they were introduced. My feet aro as 
straight and pliant as my hands, and I know nothing about the 
anguish of a corn except from hearsay. I do not suffer from 
weak ankles ; and not being given to trip, have not yet suffered 
from a fall. Ladies afflicted with what, in Ireland, is known us 
being like ‘A Mullingar heifer,’ and clumsy folks will do well 
to avoid such additions to their toilettes, for no doubt they ran

Tum Freestpe.— No lessons leave a more abiding impression 
than those which gently drop into the mind at the fireside, No 
fun is more tickling, or leaves behind it less to regret.

JAPANESE Pets.—Japaneso ladies possess a Very choice breed 
of pet dog, supposed to be the same as that known in Europe as 
the Charles the Second spaniel.

They lived in elegant kennels, and at 
certain times were carried out into a small dry courtyard for their 
morning «ring, where they frisked, and barked, and snuffled 
together to their hearts’ content, and then these dear little 
things—dear im more senses than one, for the price ranged from 
twenty-five to fifty dollars, or from £6 to £12 each—were fed 
on boiled rice and fish, and replaced in their domiciles. Japanese 
cats are different from our English tabbies, inasmuch as their 
tails aro merely stumps, In that respect they resemble the 
Manx cats.

Puppines or THE Montu.—The following selected receipts 


| of excellent and not over-expensive puddings suitable for this 


season of the year will doubtless prove useful to many of our 
readers :— 


Lent Minced Pie.—Take the 
boiled eggs; shred them fine; add to them threo or four apples 
pared, cored and chopped small, halfa pound each of dried 
currants and raising stoned and cut up, two ounces of sugar, a 
quirter of a pound of mixed candied peel, and the juice of two 
Seville oranges. Stir the whole well together; line a dish with 
a puff-paste, lay in your mince, cover it with a top crust, and 
bake for three-quarters of an hour in a gentle oven. If pre- 
ferred, it may be made into small pics, which should be baked 
for twenty minutes, 


Amber Tart.—Beat a quarter of a pound of fresh candied 
orange-peel until it isa paste, put it into a saucepan in which 
you have melted a pound of very fresh butter ; add three- 
quarters of a pound of finely-powdered loaf-sugar ; atir 
altogether, when add the well-beaten yolks of twelve eggs. 
When sufficiently thick, pour it into a tart-mould lined with 
light paste; put a cover of crust over it, and bake it in a slow 
oven for forty minutes. When done, lift it out of the dish, and 
serve it either hot or cold. 


Egg Pie—Vake a pound of either marrow or fine beef-auet 
chopped small, twelve eggs boiled hard and minced, a little 
beaten cinnamon and grated nutmeg, a pound of currants, 
washed and picked, and dried in a cloth, two or throe spoonfuls 
of cream or new milk to moisten it, a quarter of a pound of: 
powdered loaf-sugar and a glass of brandy, Mix it well 
together, and put it into a dish lined with a puff paste, bake it 
for an hour or forty minutes, according to the heat of your, 
oven, and, when done, squeeze ia the juice of a lemon, and pour 
a little cream upon the top. ‘T'his is best if eaten hot. : 


Omelette aux Confitures.—Well beat six or eight eggs; adda 
dessertspoonful of milk or brandy, ,to prevent the omelette 
from being hard; sweeten it to taste; heat some friture over 
the fire, pour in your eggs, and when well set and brown on the. 
under side, itis dono. Have ready some marmalade, jam, or 
currant jelly, previously melted by warming it in the oven or 
on the hob, spread it upon the upper side of the omelette, fold: 
it double, pour more preserve over it, and strew sugar on the 
top. 
Beignets d' Orange.—Beignets ara a neat little dish, somothing. 
similar to fritters, only that the fruit employed in the compom~+ 
tion of deiynels, instead of being minced or sliced thin, is out 
into rathor thick pieces and soaked in warm brandy betore being, 
dipped into batter. Beignets d' Orange are made thus :-—-Oure- 
fully tear off the pecl, and with a sharp knife cut the oranges 
into tolerably thick slices; take away the pips, and lay tho. 
fruit to soak in brandy placed in a saucepan upon the hob. 
Then prepare a batter by mixing enough flour with half a pint 
of milk to form a light batter; add the white of an egg beaten 
toa froth, and a dessertspoonful of brandy. Draia your slices 
of fruit, dip them into the batter, and try them quickly in some 
boiling friture. Serve, with sifted sugar plentifully strewn 
over them, in a dish. 


Orange Puddings Baked.—Grate off the outer rind of two large 
Seville oranges ; put the oranges into plenty of water, and boil 
them till tender; then open them, free them from the pips, and 
beat them in a mortar until they are a smooth paste; add half 
a pound of white sugar, the grated orange-peel, four dessert- 
spoonfuls of thick cream, the yolks of six eggs, well beaten, 
a tablespoonful of brandy, and a quarter of a pound of batter, 
melted. Line a small tart-mould with a light paste; lay in 
your pudding, and bake it for forty minutes,—Lverbody's 
Pudding Book.

Ohe Useful Corner. 


Casing on Curp.—The author of “ Vegetable Cookery,” gives 
a hint on this subject that may be useful to many, Caseing or 
curd, a most nutritive product, is combined more or leas. with 
oleanginous principles, according as it is made from pew, or 
skimmed milk. 1t exists in two conditions, partly in solution, 
and in part forming a transparent membrane, which surrounds 
the globules of fat, and keeps them from coulescing, a8 occurd 
when they consolidate into butter. If a few drops of acotic 
acid be added to a little milk, the globules become distorted, 
and drops of fat may by the aid of a good microscope be seen 
emerging from them, the investing capsule of casino having 
been broken. It may be eaten with sugar, cream, etc., or it may 
be formed into cheose-cakes, or cheese, When the curd is res 
quired for cheese-cake, etc., it may be formed thus :—Beat up an 
egg with a dessertspoonful of flour, then add it, with half a 
tea-spoonful of powdered alum to « pint of milk, nearly at the 
boiling point; the curd will then riso to the top; but ifthe ad- 
dition be made after the milk has boiled, the curd will fall to the 
bottom, ; 


To Firavoern Mirx witu Cocoa Nut, &c.—Pare off the rind 
and grate the nut on a fine and very clean grater; add three 
cunces to a quart of milk; raise the temperature gradually, and 
let the milk simmer very gently for about forty-five minutes ; 
then strain it through a very fine sieve or cloth, pressing the 
milk well from the nut. Milk thus flavoured may be usod for 
blanc-mange, custards, puddings, light cakes, or bread. The 
milk contained in the cocoa-nut, when sweet, may be added ; to 
obtain which, pierce tho end of the nut with a gimlot, draw off 
the milk, and then break tho shell with a hammer, Tho rinds 
of lemons and oranges are best prepared by rasping them on 
lumps of refined sugar, and then scraping off those parts which 
have imbibed the Havouring ; or the lumps of sugar may 
crushed, and added to tho other ingredients, If tho rind bo ent 
very thin it may be boiled in the milk or other fluid, as may 
also vanilla pods, cinnamon, mace, and similar substances, from 
which the fluid should afterwards be strained. 


Oxanae Jeuty.—The following is a very simplo and useful 
method of making this delicacy :—~Dissolve one etka) of isin- 
glass in just suilicient water to cover it. Rub off the yellow 
rind of four good oranges on sugar, and scrape i sugar into 
the isinglass, adding a small piece of cinnamon. Simmer tho 
whole over a slow fire, stirring it frequently. Squeeze and 
strain the juice of oranges till Pha have # pintrand a third, also 
the juice of a small lemon. Mix these together, with. clarifled 
sugar sufficient to swooten tho juice; add it to the isinglass, 
and when the whole boils it is ready. Strain it through a fine 
sieve, and put it in moulds; any portion that remains may be 
put in glasses when it is cold. 

Lemon Jatiy may be made in the same way, but omit the 
cinnamon, and add more sugar. Other fruits may be employed 
in the same manner. In general, isinglasa, one ounce ; sugar 
in syrup, twelve ounces ; fruit, one pound, ‘Lhe fruit sho 
be infused in the syrup. —

‘TaE day above all others of the coming week is, of 
course, the, seventeenth—that claimed, if not by. St. 
Patrick himself, at least for him by all his admirers, 
Though the name of the great but rather misty apostle of 
Ireland must be familiar to every Briton, the cireum- 
stances that haye given him so honourable a. place in the 
Celtic mind are not by any means equally well known. 
The following legendary history of St. Patrick, epitomised: 
from the ‘‘ Book of Days,” may thorefore find an appro- 
priate place in our ‘‘ Gossip for the Week” :—Almost as 
many countries, it is said, arrogato the honour of haying 
been the natal soil of St. Patrick as made a similar claim 
with respect to Homer. Scotland, England, France, and 

ales, each furnish their respective pretensions; but, 
whatever doubts may obscure his birthplace, all agree in 
stating that, as his name implies, he was of a patrician 
family. He was born about the year 372, and when only 
sixteen years of age, was carried off by pirates, who sold 
him into slavery in Ireland; where his master employed 
him as a swineherd on the well-known mountain of Slea- 
mish, in the county of Antrim. Here he passod seven 

ears, during which time he acquired a knowledge of the 
rish language, and mado himself acquainted with tho 
manners, habits, and customs of tho people. Escaping 
from captivity, and, after many adventures, reaching tho 
Continent, he was successively ordained deacon, priest, 
and’ bishop; and then onco more, with the authority of 
Pope Celestine, he returned to Ireland to preach tho 
Gee et to its then heathen inhabitants. 
Tho principal enemies that St. Patrick found to the 
introduction of Christianity into Ireland, were tho 
Druidical preee of the more ancient faith, who, as might 


naturally be supposed, were exceedingly adverse to any 
innovation, | 


Theso Druids, being great magicians, would 
have been formidable antagonists to any one of. less 
miraculous and saintly powers than. Patrick. ‘Choir 
obstinate antagonism was so groat, that, in spite of his 
benevolent: disposition, he was compelled to. curse their 
fertile lands, so that they became dreary bogs; to curse 
their rivers, so that they produced no fish ; to curse their 
very kettles, so that with no amount of fire and patienco 


could they ever be made to boil; and, as a last resort, to. 


curse the Druids themselves, so that the earth opened and 
swallowed them up. ; 

’ A popular legend relates that tho saint and his fol- 
lowers found themselves, one cold morning, ona mountain, 
without a fire to cook their breakfast, or warm their 
frozen limbs. Unheeding their complaints, Patrick de- 
sired them to collect a pile of ico and snow-balls; which 
having been done, he breathed upon it, and it instan- 
taneously became a ploasant fire~a fire that long after 
seryod to point a poot’s conceit in theso lines :— 


“Saint Patrick, as in legends told, 
The morning being very cold, 
In order to assuage the weather, 
- Collected bits of ice together ; 
Ba Then gently breathed upon tho pyre, 
ge ‘When every fragment blazed on fire, 
; Oh! if the saint had been so kind, 
As to have left the gift behind 
o such a lovelorn wretch as mo, 
Who daily struggles to be free ; 
I'd be content—content with part, 
I'd only ask to thaw the heart, 
The frozen heart. of Polly Roe,’ 


St. Patrick is said to have worked many miraclos, but 
the greatest is thought to have been that. of driving out, 
by the beating of a drum, all the venomous reptiles from 
Treland, and rendering tho Irish soil, for evor aftor, 
obnoxious to the serpent race; but ho did many other 
marvellous things, and many queer legends of the kind 
atill linger about the remote districts of Ireland, Thus, 
the following story is firmly believed, wo are assured, by 
many of twee orders who live in tho neighbourhood 
of tha Lough. In tho Galtee or Gaultio Mountains, 
situated betweon the counties of Cork and Tip perary, there 
are seven lakes, in ono of which, called Lough Dilveen, it 
is said St. Patrick, whon banishing the snakes and toads 
from Ireland, chained a monster serpent, telling him to 
remain thore till Monday; and. to thia (lay the serpont 
every Monday morning culls out in Irish, “Itis a ong 
Monday, Patrick.” As we havo not oursolves heard the 
cry we do not vouch for it; our readers will, of course, please 
themselves how far they credit it. The shamrock, or 
small white clover, is almost universally worn in the hat 
over all Troland by the humbler classes on St. Patrick's Day, 
tho opular notion being, that when St. Patrick was 

reaching to tho pagan Irish, ho used this plant, bearing 

hree leaves upon one stem, as asymbol or illustration of 
the great mystery of the Trinity, 

These are tho most important particulars connectod 
with: St. Patrick’s Day, and the week does not present 
besides much of special interest. Thera are, however, 
two or threo events that may bo briefly referred to. We 
are reminded, for mstance, that it was on tho 15th of 
March, 1655, that Sir Theodore Mayerne, physician to 
James I. and Charles I, and the most notablo, if most 
eccentric, writer on cookery that the seventeenth century 
produced, died, at the adyanced age of eighty-two years, 
at his house in Chelsea, a fayourite place_of residence 
mong tho physicians of the olden times. Wo haye said 
that Mayorno was physician to two monarchs; it would 

9, perhaps, more strictly correct, however, to write that 
he waa tho firat medical adviser of four, for he really 
served in that capacity Henry LV. of Franco, James T., and 
the first and second Charles of England, Though so cele- 
brated as a physician, ho nevertheless found time to study 
the art of dookety: and the result was a work that was 
as famed in its timo as Kitchoner’s instructive and enter- 
taining volume published two centuries later, and is even 
now consulted by the curious in matters pertaining to the 
culinary art. Mayerno, being most convivially inclinod, 
often participated in the hospitalities of my Lord Mayor 
and the groat commercial guilds and companics ; so, as a 
fitting token of his gratitude, ho named his chef @auvre, 
the first and principal receipt in his book, ‘A City of 
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London Pie.” It ran as follows:—‘‘ Take cight marrow 
bones, eighteen sparrows, one pound of potatoes, a quarter 
of a pound of eringoes, two ounces of lettuce stalks, forty 
chestnuts, half a pound of dates, a peck of oysters, a 
quarter of a pound of preseryed citron, three artichokes, 
twelve eggs, two sliced lemons, a handful of pickled 


barberries, a quarter of an ounce of whole pepper, half an . 


ounce of sliced nutmeg, half an ounce of whole cinnamon, 
a quarter of an ounce of whole cloves, half an ounce of 
mace, and a quarter of a pound of currants, Liquor 
when it is baked with white wine, butter. and sugar” ! 
We do not suppose there are many of our readers who 
feel inclined to try this receipt, even though recommended 
by so unimpeachable an authority as a Court physician; 
but if thero should be any so disposed, it will be en- 
couraging for them to learn that ‘ some half a dozen years 
ago, with very slight alterations—only adopted, after deep 
consultation, to suit the palates of the prosent day—a 
pie was made from the above receipt which gaye complete 
satisfaction to the party of connoisseurs in culinary 
matters who heartily and merrily partook of it.” 

There is yet another name that seems to call for some 
mention, that of Caroline Lucretia Herschel, sister, and 
for a long time tho indefatigable assistant of the eclebrated 
astronomer of that name, who was born at Haxover on the 
16th of March, 1750. While personally distinguished for 
her astronomical researches, and as the author of two or 
three laborious works on the stars, she assisted her brother, 
Sir William, in a manner that will link her name indis- 
solubly with his fame, Irom the commoncoment of his 
arduous scientific pursuits, hor attendance on. both his 
daily labours and nightly watches wag unremitting, and 
her services were found so valuable that on his removal 
to Datchet, andsubsequently to Slough, for tho prosecution 
of his researches, she was led to perform the ‘hols of the 
duties of his astronomical assistant, not only reading the 
clocksand noting down all the observations from dictation as 
an amanuensis, but afterwards executing the whole of the 
extensive and laborious numerical calculations necessary 
to render the crudo facts available to science. For the 
performance of these and other services, George III. 
was pleased to placo her in receipt of a salary suilicient 
for hor singularly moderate wants, On her brother's death, 
she returned to Hanover, which sho never again quitted, 
passing tho last twenty-six years of her life in repose, It 
may serve to the reader as an indicator of 
in which Miss Herschel was held, if wo a 
1847, she celebrated the ninety- 
hor birth, the King of Hanover sont to compliment her ;

“ Kalembi.” Fantasia: By Charles Salaman. (Metzler and 
Co., 35, 36, 37, and 38, Great Marlborough-street.) 


Katewnt.—This fantasia (which Mr. Charles Salaman dedi- 
cates to his Jamaica Friends) is, we are informed, on Negro 
Naticnal Songs of Jamaica. So various aro tho foelings called 
up by the name of this singularly fertile and beautiful, but un- 
fortunate island, that we fancy this interesting piece will not 
always please at first sight. But we think the most bigoted 
could not listen to it without acknowledging its power to 
charm the ear, unless, indeed, the melodies should be inseparably 
linked with unpleasant associations; and even then we know 
not but that the gifted composer's delightful arrangement may, 
in the case of those who have souls capable of being moved by 
concord of sweet sounds, help to heal the wounds of memory. 
The study of National Music is alway very pleasing and very 
useful. The melodies ofa nation, like the headings of the chapters 
in anovel, will tell you much of what you want to know regard- 
ing the peculiar characteristics of the people you seek to be in- 
formed about, But to the point. “ Kalembi” is a charming piece. 
The first air is in the key of E flat, the second in O major; and 
both are in common time. ‘There are no difficult passages In 
the piece, and the cadence throughout is marked and simple, 
Tt should be played in the style of a march. 


“'The Waits.” By Harold Thomas. (Chappell & Co, 50, New 
Bond-street, W.) Illustrated. 


Tur Warts.—This pleasing picco is not at all difficult. Ttis 
a neatly-finished adaptation of airs selected from ‘ Chappell’s 
Popular Music of the Olden Time,” taking as a kind of motto, 
the words “ Past three o'clock and a cold frosty morning.” It 
commences with “ An old tune of Charles the Second’s reign,” 
which must be played rather slowly and smoothly to do it jus- 
tico. This simple air, which is in the key of G, and uncommonly 
pretty, is repeated in consecutive short variations, producing a 
singularly agreeable effect. ‘Chon follows ‘Cold’s the Wind” 
(tune about 1600), which is in the key of D, and must be played 
in moderate time. ‘This air finishes with a brilliant and yet 
easy passage, and is followed by the spirited melody, “The 
Roast Beef of Old England” in G (tune about 1728). This 
again merges into ‘‘ Christmas comes but once a Year” (tune 
before 1680), which has a cleverly-managed variation; and this 
finishes the piece, with the exception of the repetition of the 
original tune to which the words of the motto are annexed to ba 
sung. We think all of our readers who are in the Jeast musical, 
are sure to be acquainted with the choice selection of music of 
which Mr. Harold ‘Thomas has availed himself. Tf, however, we 
are mistaken, here is an opportunity, especially for those who 
cannot warble, to make its acquaintance, at least in part, in an 
agreeable and casy way.

La Bente Porxa Mazurxa.—This admirable dance is in the 
common key, very easy, and peculiarly original. Like most of 
the celebrated German dance-writer’s—Josef Gung'l's—composi- 
tions, it may be justly called a treasure for the ball-room, Ita 
great simplicity and striking prettiness well render it acceptable 
also in the drawing-room. Ladies who lack timo or inclina- 
tion to practice much, would do well to obtain this publication. 
Persons persistently averse to listening to rubbishing dances— 
ah, me! how they crowd the reviewer's table !—will receive 
this mazurka with gratification. We would just hint that 
to be made thoroughly attractive it should be played with 
precision and delicacy. . Great care should also be taken to 
observe accurately the difference between the slurred and 
staccatoed notes, ' No composer worthy the namo ever puts a 
sinele mark of expression without intending it to be observed, 
and it is only when they aro all observed that his composition 
is proporly played. 

Dm Pracen Watrzes.—Woe have before now spoken of 
Josef Gung’l as a walts writer. His “ Venus Reigen Waltz” 
ig among dances ono of our very greatest favourites. No ono 
acquainted with it, or with any of his numerous works, will be 
the least surprised to hear that these waltzes have merit very 
far surpassing that which light compositions mostly display. 
They open with, a well-arranged introduction in common tima 
and in the key of A flat... The first, second, and finale waltzes 
are in the same key, Numbers three and five are in three 
flats, and number four in two, ‘There is a distinctive character 
about each waltz of this set. Played, as they should be for 
dancing, in marked time, they cannot fail to captivate. 

Moroano Gator.—Lhey who like galops generally will be 
delighted with this. It is in the key of If flat, with a trio in A 
flat. ‘The long array of accidental sharps, flats, and naturals 
at certain places will, we are afraid, affright some superficial 
performers, but wo assure them there is nothing terrible in 
them, and if they will only try the passages over they will find 
that they are of a piece with the whole of the composition, 
which is exceedingly easy.

IIIS forms an elegant bridal gift, and is not tedious to 
work.

Tho circle may easily be obtained correctly by ruling 
round a small plate with a pencil and using ink after- 
wards.

PARIS FASHIONS FOR MARCH. 

Tue lato scason has brought in quite a transformation in tho 
make of robes. No longer do we (Le Follet) see those almost 
plain skirts so narrow that they were anything but graceful. 
Our readers must not suppose that the short costumes are done 
away with—by no means that—they are fur too useful to be

at present 1f18 certainly only a whisper, nor do we see much 
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probability of the present elegant, and in most cases becoming, 
coiffures giving place to the old bonnet, and while our skilful’ 
modistes take s0 much care to arrange the fanchon so as to suit all 
ages, we do not see that any advantage would be gained, 
Lace, either black or white, form a necessary part of every 
coifeur—and what is more softening and graceful than lace or 
blonde to the face no longer young ¥—so that u fanchon of velvet, 
crape, or tulle, trimmed with a violette of lace falling over a soft 
crown of crape or tulle, and ending in lappets fastened by an 
elegant brooch under the chin, may be made to suit a lady of 
any age. 

‘There is not much change in the materials used, as the season 
is not sufficiently advanced. ‘The diadems are made to come 
quite forward, the most elegant being formed with small 
ieathers or flowers, although bands of gold and steel, or velvet 
and gold or steel ornaments are still mach used. lor visits of 
ceremony the following models are much admired :— 

A funchon of pink crape, with tuft of roses at the side, veiled 
by a mantilla of white tulle, edged with blonde, and fastened 
under the chin with a rose, This bonnet it equally elegant with 
black blonde, 

A fanchon of white terry velvet; diadem of jet, and wide 
scarf of black lace falling over a red camellia placed at the sidy, 
and fastened with a bud of the same flower under the chin, or 
one of white satin with a fringe of marabout, forming the 
diadem, and falling over the chignon.

Many striking styles in ball and evening toilettes are to be seen, 
ani among the principal features of these dresses we may men~ 
tion that the underskirts are generally of silk, and 
are gored so as to sit almost plain except at the 
back; many of them have deep flounces at the 
bottom. ‘Che upper skirts are nearly always full; 
some arranged in large sweeping folds, and others 
have lurve classic or Grecian pluits at the side, 
und others have very fall luce skirts, cut almost 
like the ‘'alma style of cloak, so that they are very 
full at the bottom all round, and at the top are 
ulmost plain.

Dresses for morning wear always have the

'I'wo very novel styles are coming into favour;

being coutinued, or rather imitated, to the bottom 
of skirt.

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Tue sharp, nipping, blustering winds we have 


eomnied pn neneee 
experienced since last we wrote—accompanied, as 
they were on Sunday, by u very low temperature, 
and a sprinkling of snow—are quite sutiiciont to 
remind us that Winter has not yet fioally bade us 
furewell, and to teach us how importantit is to pay 
due atteation to the shiclding of all choice plants 
out-of-doors. Hyacinths and tulips, which aro 
now up sume height in the beds, are specially 
liable to suffer from storms of wind; and there- 
fore the former should be neatly and firmly 
fustened to stakes, and the latter covered up 
during boisterous weather, Where this is not 
done, the amateur will have the mortification of 
seeing the best and moat forward planta broken 
oft close to the ground, or otherwise complotely 
spoilt for the season, The winds of the past 
week have played considerable havoc this way. 

A “Lady's Flower Gardener,” writing in a contemporary, 
gives somo useful hints on the annual and perennial flowering 
plants that he has found best adapted for bedding, specially 
dwelling upon the furnishing of “ those two circular beds which 
stand out so prominent before the windows of the drawing- 
room.” One of these,” he tells us, “is sown in October with 
Nemophila insignis, and the other with Limnanthes Douglassii, 
which afford us a refreshing view and a beautiful display of 
flowers all through the month of May and part of June. These 
are old subjects of the garden, but when used for early spring 
flowers they make effective and telling beds, Neither of them, 
I find, are valuable for summer decoration, as they will not 
endure the heat of the sun in open spots; their beauty is conse- 
quently short-lived when sown in the spring. ‘These are 
followed by those pretty, but not much known, annuals, the 
Viscaria oculata and V. Dunnetti, which supply us with another 
very good display of flowers until late in the autumn, Bat whon 
thesoare required to follow carly spring beds, or perhaps Ishall be 
better understood if I say when it is not posaible to sow them 
where they are to stand and flower, they want spocial prepara 
tion; and I will tell you how | manage them successfully with 
bat very little trouble, Oaa warm border in the frame-ground 
I make the following preparation, I take out with a spade a 
small trench about three inches wide and as much in depth, At 
the bottom of the trench I place some pieces of, turf, grass-side 
downwards, about two inches wide and four inches long, the 
whole length of the trenches. I sow four of these trenches 
eight feet long to furnish a circular bed six foot ov er with 
plants, and have generally some tospare, I fill up me ee 
part of the drill with fine sifted earth, and sow “hy seed on this 
about the lst of April, which is early enough for the majority 
of hardy annuals, As soon as the Nemophils coltrane ce 
are getting shabby, which generally occurs & ont the middle of 
June, the beds are dug up, and the Visearias are transferred to 
their place, a dull day being chosen for their removal. You

would be astonished how successfully they move from where 
they were sown, ‘'hey first root through the sifted earth, and 
then into the pieces of turf below it, In this turf a whole mass 
of roots get collected, and by removing turf and all with the 
plants i can transplant them where they are to flower with 
scarcely a check, and in their new quarters they grow anid 
flower vigorously. Indeed, from the time the first floweras

Spee ane of flower. When first I grew these two varietics 
of viscaria, I used to sow them in the beds where they were 4 
flower. ‘Chey were indeed then very beautifal, but I seon foun 
by adopting the simple plan above detailed that I could secure 
an early summer bed of flower, without seriously interfering 
with them as more properly summer plants. All the viscarias 
are protty, either for beds or borders; but of late they have noe 
beon much grown. Those of my readers who like the hardy 
annuals must not omit these from their list, for in the mixed 
border they are amongat the most continuous flowering annuals 
we have; and those who Regie them for beds had better secure 
tho two varieties here named, ; 

‘Another lasting, and an exceedingly pretty hardy annual, 
is the Saponaria calabrica. Few people are awaro how this 
little dwarf subject delights im a rich deep soil, for it happens 
to be one of those that will continue to live and flower under 
adverse circumstances ; consequently, few people trouble them- 
selves about any special preparation for it, whereas they ought to 
have a bed prepared for it, by giving ita liberal dressing of loam 
and leaf-mould, and having it woll stirred up to the depth of 
cighteen inches ; they would then see if in perfection, for in a 
deep soil it not only grows higher, but the growth is stouter, 
and the flowers are larger and more numerous. I find when so 
treated, that it never requires water, and there is an absence of 
those gaps occasioned by the dying away of a plant. here and 
thore. P dig up my bed for it early in the winter, quite as deep 
as above advised, and raise it considerably above the grass ; for, 
being rather dwarf, it requires a raised bed to show it ups and 
then it is exceedingly pretty. I sow the seed rather thickly 
over the bed about the 20th of March. I cover lightly by 
shaking some fine earth over if. About the middle of May [ 
thin out the plants to four inches apart, and then leave it alone, 
and the result isa most satisfactory bed, producing a mass of. 
flower until quite late in the autumn. 

“T treat exactly in the same way (except raising the bed), 
and for the same purpose, the Linum luteum corymbiflorum, 
and it succeeds with us admirably, and makes a delightful 
yellow bed, as also does Linum grandiflorum, scarlet; but I 
succeed best with this when I sow two or three sceds in somo 
small pots in March, and raise them under glass, and plant them 
out at the end of May. ‘his late planting also suits us best, as 
we grow a variety of spring flowers in tho beds, such as the 
Cliveden pansies, the white and blue forget-me-not, iberis, &c.”’ 

Any time this month dahlia roots may be planted in the open 
ground, taking care to place them four inches below the surface, 
that they may be safely protected from frost. Roots that have 
been left in the ground may be taken up and parted into as 
many as there are stems, provided each have a tuber or newly- 
formed root attached. They may be planted where itis intended 
they should flower, 

The present is a very good timo for sowing tender annuals, as 
already directed, Plants now raised from sced will bloom 
beautifully in Juno, July, &c., till the end of the season, and. 
will come in usefully for decorating the greenhouse, when the 
plants aro in their summer station, as well as the conservatory 
and drawing-room during these months. 

We epitomise the following general directions from the 
Gardener's Magazine :—- 

Frowrr Gaxnen.-—Balsams for bedding out to be sown this 
week, Balsams must always have a rich light soil, suffer no 
check, and be well supplied with water. 

Box-rpaincs made now will do well. If the weather is dry 
after Plantings keep newly-planted box well watered, as, if a 
few p ants die, the unsightly gaps are not easily mended in the 
height of summer, 

Hennagrovs Prants.—Continue to divide and plant the 
borders. Tho early blooming kinds are now coming into flower, 
ah may be propagated from cuttings as soon as the bloom 
s-OVOr. ce 

Panares to be pegged out in tho style of verbenas, so as to 
display their blooms over a large surface, and root if they please 
at every joint. For those who use pansies in beds and front 
lines, Magpio and Trentham Blue are two very valuablo kinds; 
but they are not show flowers. Sow now to bloom during the 
summer, 

Rosrs.—This is the best time to plant dwarf roses from pots. 
Plants from last year's cuttings may now be had in 44-sized 
pots full of roots, and the Chinas and Hybrid Perpetuals will be 
sure to bloom freely in the autumn if planted in a well-manured 
loamy soil, 

Guennnovse.—Greenhouse plants are now in active growth, 
and require more than usual care. Green-fly and all other 
enemies will abound, and if not kept in check irreparable 
mischief will ensue. Use the syringe among fuchsias, acacias, 
and other subjects that are now growing freely. Be careful in 
giving air that there is no chill, and regulate watering and ven- 
tilating by the weather, 

Geraniums that have boen kept in pits, windows, and cool 
houses, in a rather dry state, now require pruning and a little 
water. If they can he put in a warm house to give thema start, 
they will bloom earlier ; but Tom Thumbs and other compara- 
tively hardy kinds commenced growing long since. Thoso that 
are to be flowered in pots require a shift; those that aro to be 
turned out into beds may remain in pots as they are.
